BREAKERS AHEAD! 


Multiplicity of State Officers and 


Employees Causes Excessive 
Expenses, is Charge

next Funds They will be of vital interest to every tax payer in the State — 4. 


In seeking causes for the excessive cost of government in Cali- 
fornia it is not necessary to look beyond the multiplicity of officers 
and employees and the endless duplication of their efforts. 

At the time the Legislature convened in 1921 there were 110 sep- 
arate governmental officefs and boards, exclusive of the judiciary, the 
bar examiners and the Legislature. These 110 agencies comprised 
431 individual officers appointed by the Governor, or elected by the 
people. The 1921 Legislature created twelve new agencies consisting 
of some fifty individual officers. | 


The demand for the abolition of unnecessary commissions was 80 
great that a pretended consolidation was effected by the administra- 
tion forces in the Legislature, the most noteworthy feature of which 
was that it did not abolish any positions or appropriations therefor. 

A case in point is the present Department of Labor and In- 
dustria] Relations, consisting of the Industrial Accident Commission, 
the Commission of Immigration and Housing, the Industrial Welfare 
Commission and the Commissioner of Labor. Each one of these agen- 
cles was left intact by the pretended consolidation. 


OUR AGENCIES OVERLAP 


In recognition of their overlapping and duplication the bill pro- 
vided that they should hold monthly meetings to determine conflicts 
of authority and promulgate rules to eliminate overlapping. The 
Legielature, however, did not reduce the appropriations of any one of 
the agencies on account of this asserted consolidation, so a saving in 
money evidently was not intended. . 

All of these four agencies enforce laws relative to the health, com- 
fort and safety of labor. If you are the owner of a factory employing 
American citizens, immigrants, and both men and women, your factory 
may be inspected by the agents of the Commissioner, of Labor, the 
Commission of Immigration and Housing, the Industrial Accident 
Commission and the Industrial Welfare Commission.

Open Forum Held Following

ern Pacific from the Central Pacific 
will prove of great public benefit 
was the contention of Fred G. 
Athearn, prominent San Francisco 
attueney, who debated before the 
(ity Club yesterday with Max 
Thelan, former State railroad cont 
missioner. |

the debate.

the ution of the Southern Pa- 
cific and Central Pacific raiirvads 
prove a benefit or a detriment to 
the State of Callfor nia 
In opening his address Mr. 
Athearn contended that the divorc- 
ing of the two lines is in “the pub- 
lic interests, as stated in the Su- 
preme Court order directing the 
action, and that separation of the 
two railroads will mean the dawn 
of an unprecedented era of pros- 
jperity for the State of California. 


OLD ARGUMENTS 
“All of the arguments advanced 
against the separation,” he gaid, 
“are those which were given much 
consideration by the Bupreme Court 
of the United States the highest 
tribunal) of the land, and are argu- 
ments which it ruled against. The 
divercing of the two lines will re- 
eult in railroad facili- 
tien ‘for California and will make 
unham railroad competition 
a reality. 

“It must be conceded that com- 
petition is a good thing. It is not 
competition in rates of which I 
speak, but competitinn in service. 
Rebates have been done away with 
and everyone is giad of it. Rates 
now are reguiated, but service, such 
as the sending oat of agriculturs! 
experts to ald the farmer, industrial 
agents to induce the location of 
plants along the 
lines of the railroad, the buildinx 
ef branch feeders to develop the 
resources of the country and pro- 
duce new traffic, the quick handling 
wf traffic, fast train service. the 
prompt supplying of empty cars for 
shipments a courteous harrdling of 
and attitude toward the public. and 
the prompt and agreeable adiust- 
ment of claims for damaged goods 
—all these things are matters 
which are not regulated, but they 
are the things which congtitute the 
class of service that builds up a 
community. 

CAN BE DONE AGAIN 
Closing his part of the debate, 
Mr. Athearn said: 

“We are told if the Central Pa/ 
eic and Southern Pacific lines are 
separated that, because of the fact 
that they are so inextricably wov- 
en together, it would tear the 
Southern Pacific system ali to 
pieces and would seriously incon- 


“The Central Pacific has been 
maintained as a separate corpo- 
rate entity and all of ite accounts 
are separately kept. It is operated 
by the Southern Pacific under a 
lease and when, in 1913, the South- 
ern Pacific offered to sell the Cen- 
tral Pacific to the Union Pacific, 
all of the operating difficulties, by 
oint use of trackage and termi- 
nal facilities, were worked out. 
What has been done once can be 
done again. It is neither impossible 
nor difficult. In fact, the decree of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States specifiically provides for the 
separation of these two roads, so 
as to avoid all the difficulties which 
it is said will come about.” 


TEIIS ROAD'’S HISTORY 

Mr. Thelan in his talk spoke at 
some length on the history of the 
two railroads, stating that they 
had grown and developed as one 
road. He said their dismember- 
ment would be disastrous to Cali- 
fornia. 
“The present instance is one in 
which there has been no merger,” 
he continued, but on the contrary 
the roads have grown and devel- | 
oped, like a healthy tree, from a 
common root into a single unit of 
growth and service throughout 
half a century. This single unit 
can now be separated into two 
units only by a process of disinte- 
gration and tearing into confused 
remnants of railroad, neither of 
which can function of itself. By 
the very nature and circumstance 
of their construction neither the 
Southern Pacific nor Central Pacific 
can serve the public adequately 
and wen when one is separated 
from the other.” :

Why Removal of Submarine Would 
Leave Us Naked to Invading 


| BY HARRY CARR 
In spite of the dark threats of the Navy, it is not possible 


to remove the Submarine Base from San Pedro. ö 


It wasn't placed there as à favor to Los Angeles. 
The San Pedro base plays a certain definite part in the 


whole general scheme of national defense. 


In fact, it is one of the important nervé centers of the 
military system of the United States. 

Even more than that. | 

It is the solution of a distressing military problem. 

Until the submarine showed its importance as a weapon 
in the World_War, the defense of Los Angeles was 
as an almost hopeless military problem. 

Some of the best military minds even recommended that it 
be abandoned to the enemy in the event of war. That was 
how distressing the problem was. 

Then the submarine came along. For military reasons that 
I will detail, it suddenly solved the whole problem. 

It did not need the soothing words of the Assistant Seo 
retary of the Navy to Congressman Lineberger to convince us 
that the sub base will stay right here. . ne 

And this is the reason why: | 

The original plan of defending this coast was Pan eae 
of forts at San Francisco, Monterey, San Pedro and : 
After these forts were built, the late Homer Lea wrote a mono- 
graph in which he took the War artmnt’s breath away. He 
showed that the. whole system of forts was a joke; that the 
most of the forts were an actual peril instead of a Qeotection. 


He showed that San Francisco, upon which the Army had con- 


centrated its preparations, could be seized by an invading 
enemy without firing a shot. 3 

Not long before his death, Lieut.-Gen. Adna R. Chaffee 
told me that he thought Homer Lee was right. That the War 
Department accepted Lea’s criticisms of the fortifications of San 
Francisco as of serious import was shown by the fact that the 
joint maneuvers of the regulars and militia about a year before 
the World War were devoted to working out the exact problem 
Homer Lea had stated. | | 


LAND AT SANTA MONICA 

In writing of the defense of Los Angeles Homer Lea said 
that no enemy would ever dream of trying to land at San Pe- 
dro, even were it unfortified. The natural landing place would 
be at Santa Monica. From this point, they could march to Los 
Angeles and capture the fort at — Pedro from the rear from 
which point a modern fort is utterly helpless. In possession 
of this fort, an enemy would be supplied with a protected har- 
bor in which to re-outfit their transports. | 

The fort at San Pedro therefore, he pronounced to be 8 
danger rather than a protection. | 

In answer to the assertion that an enemy could not land 
at Santa Monica through an open surf, Homer Lea showed 
that the Japanese during the Russo-Jap war landed a whole 


army through one of the worst surfs known in the whole world 


with a loss of less than 100 men. 

It was Homer Lea’s contention that Los Angeles could 
only be defended by a mébile army of infantry and artillery 
that could be rushed to the threatened point. He contended 
that this force must be stationed here permanently; that it 
would not be possible to rush a force here from elsewhere in 
time to do any good. He pointed out that Southern California 
is a vast bow! with a rim of mountains. The only holes into 
the bow! are two mow&tains passes—the Cajon and Tehachepi. 
Once an enemy was lodged in this bowl it would be next to im- 
possible for the United States to recapture the territory for the 
reason that the rescuing armies would have to approach two 
almost impregnable passes over a desert. He further pointed 
out that modern wars begin without warning. The first we 
would know of the intention of an enemy to invade Los An- 
geles would be the arrival of the invading army. 

About the time the World War began, a tentative plan was 
under way to arrange for the defense of Los Angeles according 
to Homer Lea’s ideas of mobile defense. 

Plans were made for batteries of heavy guns to be mounted 
on railroad cars which could be run along the threatened beach 
front. These were to be supported by concealed water bat- 
teries. The idea was that the heavy guns would be able to 
compel invading warships to stand about eight miles off shore, 
sending in their invading parties by small boats. The con- 
cealed water batteries were to take care of these invading 
parties as they came within machine-gun range. 


NO SOLDIERS AVAILABLE 


The recent slice in the Army appropriations of course put 
the quietus on all such plans. The Army is now reduced to 
such small numbers that a mobile army for the defense of Los 
Angeles is no longer a possibility. :

“IN BOSTON 


Ornithologist, Edward H. Forbush, 
has received surprising reports of 
the destruction of birds by the long 


even worse “Down East,“ than 
t have been in massachusetts. 
Pro. Forbush has received word 
rom one place in Maine that nearly 
two wheelbarrow loads of chimney 
Swallow, or chimney swifts. as he 
prefers to call these birds, have 
been taken from a single tall chim- 
ney. They had etarved to death 
because the reine had driven to 
the ground he insects upon which 
these birds feed. It is the habit 
of these swallows to fly through 
the air, with mouths open, and 
catch fiying insects. ‘They cannot 
obtain enough to lve on other- 
wise. Similar ca e to bird 
life has been reported before. In

But the younger 
generation—what ideas of warfare 
will it form from its school books 
and what will be its impressions 
of the European war, and the con- 
fusing talk of peace and prepared- 
ness?

School books are being discussed 
as a particularly strong influence 
for of against war. There is some 
debate as to whether school his- 
tory books have not been ely 
responsible for making war seem 
romantic. Gen. John F. O’Ryan, 
commander of the Twenty-seventh 
Division, A. E. F., believes that 
our school hjstories should be re- 
written.

He said 
that the only vessels assigned to 
San Francisco were some of the 
larger vessels of the fleet on which 
repairs would necessarily have to 
be made at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard and that while there the 
crews would be given liberty and 
other shore privileges. Aside from 
these vessels sent to San Fran- 
cisco for repairs the bulk of the 
fleet will be quartered in southern 
waters with headquarters at the 
port of Los Angeles. | 


TO REUNITE IN FALL

The orders placed with me for 
Christmas goods a are more 
than three times la r than I have 
ever had.“ Several of the execu- 
tives of the largest packing houses 
on the Pacific Coast told me they 
already had sold their entire packs 
of canned vegetables and fruits 
and dried fruits at better prices 
than ever received. One of them 
said: Most of my pack went to 
Europe and Latin American. 1 
could easily have disposed of twice 
my output this year, had I only 
anticipated such large demands for 
my product.” 

Bankers throughout the Middle 
West and the Pacific Coast report 
an enormous increase in deposits. 
Last year, for example, financial] 
ingtitutions in Los Angeles report- 
ed deposits of $800,000,000, which 
they regarded as highly gatis- 
factory.

Need Shown for Such List 
by Great Increase of Los 


Angeles’ Foreign Traders 


So rapid has been the develop- 
ment of foregn trade through the 
port.of Los Angeles, and so num- 
erous are the new concerns de- 
voting themselves to international 
merchandising and of manufactur. 
ers extending their operations into 
foreign fields, that not even the 
Chamber of Commerce has been 
able to keep informed of its 
extent. For this reason the 
Chamber of Commerce has ae 
mined to compile and publish its 
first foreign traders‘ diregtory, and 
has issued 5000 questionnaires to 
dealers and manufacturers, on 
which to base the text of the pub- 
lication. 

A few weeks ago an advertising 
representative of an eastern export 
magazine was in Los Angeles and 
showed officials of the Chamber of 
Commerce advertisements in Span- 
ish of fiVe Los Angeles automo- 
bile accessory manufacturers alone 
who are going after foreign busi- 
ness, yet who had not notified the 
Chamber of their interest in ex- 
port markets. 

The Chamber of Commerce, both 
as a co-operative office of the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce. in Washington and 
‘through its own resources, receives 
many inquiries and information 
which would be of interest to Los 
Angeles manufacturers and ex- 
porters, and for this reason it is 
essential that the Chamber main- 
tain a list of all firms interested 
either in exporting or importing, 
together with the commodities in 
which they are interested. 

The questionnaire now being sent 
out by the Chamber of Commerce 
is designed to obtain this infor- 
mation, together with the present 
foreign connections, if any, of the 
various firms, the countries in 
which they are most interested in 
trading. and any other informa- 
tion which might be of value in 
placing inquiries regarding foreign 
trade. 

The Chamber of Commerce is 
constantly receiving requests from 
foreign countries for lists of Los 
Angeles importers and exporters, 
and the directory probably will be 
published in pamphlet form fo eup- 
ply these and other inquiries.

The Feather River is listed on 
the government maps as a navig- 
able stream; in fact, years ago it 
was A&A common thing for freighters 
to unload at Yuba City and Marys- 
ville docks.

One of the ravines will de trans- 
formed into a cement reservoir 
but water for present use is stored 
in two tanks, which will be re- 
moved when the reservoir is fin- 
ished. Just now the young roses, 
of which there are hundreds, in- 
cluding the Beautiful Los Angeles, 
are blooming, as are also hundreds 
of dahlias. Some of these flowers 
are experimental, for Mr. Good- 
rich, a real botanist and a lover 
of flowers, takes a great deal of 
interest in them. He has a bulb 
and flower farm at Inglewood and 
in New York has a peony farm, 
and from these places he will bring 
— contributions to the Burbank

Besides the cultivated flowers 
which will decorate the grounds, it 
is planned to start more wild 
flowers on the hills and to cover 
the soll whieh has been agged 
down when the hillsides were 
gashed out to make the road and 
trails and which at present are 
unsightly. Poppy seed will be scat- 
tered and native moss will be 
started.

That a price-cut and a serious 
shortage should come hand in 
hand sounds like the strangest of 
economic paradoxes, but, due to 
present unpset conditions in the 
California oil industry, both pos- 
sibilities are now facing the mar- 
ket for gasoline in this State. 

Chances for a reduction in gaso- 
line prices depend mainly on 
whether there is another cut in 
crude oil. Gasoline is firm at the 
present level, but another fall in 
crude would probably break the 
market for the refined product. 
Crude oll has already suffered two 
cuts of 25 cents a barrel each, and 
chances of a third slash in the 
face of continued, over production 
are good, oil men say. With that 
third cut, if it comes, some re- 
duction in gasoline is almost bound 
to follow. 

Predictions of a coming acute 
shortage in California gasoline are 
based on an analysis of supply-and - 
demand statistics issued by the 
United States Bureau of Mines. 
Figures for May are the latest 
available, but the June statistics, 
which are forthcoming’ shortly, 
are expected to reveal an even 
more serious situation, as the heavy 
summer demand will commence to 
show wp in the totals.

While up until this spring the 
cord tire business made up about 
one-fourth of the tire business of 
the country the present portion 16 
nearer to 50 per cent and con- 
Stantly showing increase. The B. 
F. Goodrich Co., during the past 
week made its new high record 
on cord tires. 

The Firestone Tire and Rubber 

Co., following the announcement 
of the Goodrich cut, announced 
officially a new “gum dipped” cord 
tire which will sell in 30x3% size 
for $13.75, which brings this tire 
close to the level of the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Co, cord. It is 
the first move the company has 
made recently to meet the lower 
priced cord tire competition of the 
country. 
All previous records for at least 
two years will be broken this month 
in practically all the factories. 
The Firestone Tire and Rubber Co. 
announced at the end of June that 
500 cars of tires, containing more 
than 700,000 tires, had been shipped 
during the month. This record has 
every chance of being broken this 
month. 

STIMULATE BUSINESS 
The B. F. Goodrich Co., which 
was the last of the big companies 
to swing into the li of large 
production, has now ekceeded the 
22,000-tire-a-day mark and is going 
forward with production in every 


department. The price cut will 
probably stimulate business even 
further. 


Because of the fact that Los 
Angeles is receiving nation-wide 
publicity in connection, with its 
bus transportation system, the fact 
that prectically all the rubber 
companies have followed the lead 
of the Goodyear in making a 
smaller diameter bus tire is of 
peculiar significance. 

This tire, which is four inches 
smaller than the present stand- 
ard, has been passed upon and 
approved by the Tire and Rim As- 
sociation, which has acted as a 
standardization organization in the 
automotive industry for more than 
twelve years, and the new equip- 
ment is now locked upon as 
standardized. 

Thus far none of the com- 
panies has made any announce- 
ment of the sale in large quan- 
tities of the new tires, but several 
bus and truck companies are re- 
ported to be using some of the 
tres for experimental purposes.

T. average California garden does not 
ket enough lime to keep in prime 
condition for the average plant. Some 
gardens really have sour soils, and for 
these quicklime is needed. Rut the aver- 
age garden needs lime, first to keep from 
becoming sour; second, to set free plant 
foods now locked up and unavailable to 
plant life; and third, to improve the phy- 
sical texture. 

So for general use we may utilize lime 
in any form. air-slaked, hydrated, ground 
limestone, ground sea shells, wood ashes, 
or, if soil is not sour, gypsum or land 
plaster will do, although the latter has no 
chemical action as lime has, to neutralize 
acidity. wever, lime the gaiden. For gen- 
eral use, lime does not need to be burned 
from stone. nor does the stone have to be 
burned to be beneficial to 
crops. We have, in Southern California, 
many natural deposits of Kypaum. sea 
shells, etc., that are ideal for soil in their 
raw state. In fact. if no acidity ia present 
these products are better than lime ob- 
tained from stone by burning.

A Curious Pansy 

Mrs. H. I. Hostetler of Covina sends in 
a flowering stem of pansy with two well 
developed blossoms thereon, one above the 
other and at least one inch apart. What 
adds still more wonder to this freak is the 
fact that the two blossoms are not of the 
same colors. Plant breeders seize upon 
such freaks in the hope that they may he 
perpetuated, by vegetative propagation, if 
not by seeds. 
We Can An Help 

The adequate protection of our wild 
flowers so that a sufficient supply will be 
preserved for the enjoyment of future 
generations depends today, on co-operation 
by everybody. There must be developed 
a general understanding of what the needs 
are. Local organizations, where they exist, 
can answer questions about local needs. 
Where they do not yet exist, friends of the 
wild ate, should combine to organize 
them. But there are some general rules 
which should be universally followed. One 
of these is moderation. Never gather too 
man: flowers of one kind in the same le 
ealits. however, common it may appear. 
Another rule is to pick the rarer peren- 
nials with care. ift the roots come tp 
easily when you pull them, always use a 
knife or scissors, so that the plant may 
come up angther year even if you have 
taken away the source of the seeds. 
Flowers not perennial should be picked 
very sparingly because the supply of seeds 
ix the only hope of the colony for the fu- 
ture. Use judgment. Do not wipe out 
roadside colonies, even of plentiful varie- 
ties, for picking is always more intensive 
near the highroads where many motors 
pass. Be willing to use occasional com- 
plete restraint in the case of especially 
rure flowers. 


The California Madronc lars 

The native Madrone does not extend to 
Southern California in its native reach, 
out there is no reason why it should not 
grow here. John McLaren, the veteran

parks. ‘Those so planted have thriven 
well, but our southern summer air ig lark 
ing in humidity for best results. North- 
ern slopes not far removed from the coast 
should prove ideal. Arizona has a native 
Madrone, Arbutus Arizonica, which sHould 
thrive in our Southland, but who has it 
for sale we wot not. 
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Renewing Vines 
If vines have to be removed from build - 
ings. such as is the case when the latter 
need repainting, etc., one should sharply 
distinguish between those that need sup- 
port and those that cling to walls. If it be 
roses or any plant that does not adhere 
close, trim back to a few leaders and fas 
ten these on walls by leather straps or 
similar device. But vines such as ivieg, 
that have to be torn loose from walls, will 
not again grow fast. Cut these and the 


climbing fig (Ficus pumila or repens) back 


to the ground and allow new shoota to 
grow which will at once attach themselves 
to the wall. 


A New Geum 

The geum, Mrs. Bradshaw, has now been 
a favorite in California for several years. 
It is easy to grow, flowers freely and the 


color is a_ rich shade of red or crimson. 
There has now come out in England a va- 
riety like it in every res except the 
color of the flower, which is yellow. One 
Los Angeles seedsman was found who had 
a small quantity of the high-priced seed, 
but he would sel none of it. Said he pro- 
posed to try it out first to see if it does 
weil here. If so, he will have plants for 
sale another year. Doubtless other seeds- 


~men also will have it so that by another 


year we shall have a new and desirable 
garden flower. 


Nonfruiting Avocados 

A number of orchards have been visited 
of late where Fuerto avocados have not 
fruited at several years of age. This is 
particularly true of districts some thirty 
miles from the coast, and complaints of 
this nature are quite general. In older or- 
chards we find them fruiting well, though 
in their earlier years they did not. This 
state of affairs is In strange contrast to 
orchards where Fuerto began fruiting at 
two and three years of age. Two varie- 
ties found to crop well each year are 
Spink< and Dickson. The former we 
have always strongly advised for planting 
on account of its reliability. The Dickk. 
son appears to be equally reliable and in 
spite of the fact that the fruit has a 
smaller per cent of edible matter than any 
other well-known variety, it is command- 
ing the highest market price. 


Dahlias Not Dales 

The plant fancier in error will please note 
that California has native plants of dalea, 
named for a man named Dale. Also please 
note that the garden plants named dahlia 
were named for a Swedish botanist, An- 
drew Dahlia. The “a” in his name is as 
the “a” in dawn. The least we Americans 
can do is to give it the short “a” as ip cat, 
though it should sound as the “a” in cart. 
To return, Dalea is a native Californian.

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STATE FAIR POULTRY SHOW. 
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0 TALK about water may seem no 
more important to some than a cas 
ual reference to the weather. but 

nevertheless a bountiful supply of pure 
eold Water always available is certainly of 
more than passing moment to the prosper- 
ity of domesticated fowls. And especially 
is this true during the warm days of sum- 
mer. when all life finds physical needs de- 
manding more water than during cooler 
weather. Considering the fact that about 
Se per cent of an egg’s content is water, 
the urgent demand for it on the part of 
laying fowl is at once obvious. The best 
way to insure a supply is by the drip sys- 
tem; but as this calls for piping to each in- 
dividual vard pen. it is not always in evi 
dence, and much less in practice. The next 
best plan is to supply water in drinking 
fountains, which should be replenished at 
regular intervals, and which further, must 
be kept clean and sanitary. These should 
be placed in a shady situation, so as to 
avoid beating the water from the action of 
the sun s rays. The larger the fountain, 
the better: where the fount is small, or 
„hben vessels are used, replenish often and 
clean every time the receptacle is filled. 
‘these precautions may appear somewhat 
pedontic but more hens suffer from the 
wantof « pure water supply in hot weather 
than the average person would suppose 

The ‘tipertance of pure water is signifi- 
eant from the facet that the supply is easily 
contaminated, particularly if supplied in 
open vessels, or those only partially so. 
Dr. G. . Morse, in an address before the 
American Poultry Association some years 
ago, said that water-borne diseases are 
frequent in the poultry vard. Clean and 
disinfect your drinking fountains tand you 
must) ever so well, for if vou are permit- 
ting, consciously or unwittingly, to run at 
large one bird sick with any of the con- 
tacious diseases of the head parts, or with 
bowel diseases, you may count on that 
water supply being contaminated in less 
than one hour's time. 


Another thing that often is more con- 
spicuous by its absence than manif-sta- 
tion, is shade in the yards. Here again 
that supplied by vegetation (trees, shrubs 
ind vines) is the best and most effective; 
but if unavailable, then artificial methods 
must be resorted to. Any contrivance that 
will break the direct rays of the sun will 
serve. A square skeleton frame covered 
with palm leaves, a triangle construction 
covered with old sacking, a lean-to against 
the house or fence, are some of the simple 
things that will afford shade at a minimum 
of cost. A loose, moist friable soil spaded 
up for the birds to wallow in will not only 
add to their summer comforts, but is also

hens. Insect lite breeds and multiplies at 


an amazing rate during the hot days of 


summer, hence a whole flock, as well as 


the nests and houses, may be infested be- 


fore the owner of the birds is aware of 
any trouble. When a flock and premises 
once get into the possession of insect foes 
it is no trifling matter, and drastic and 
persistent effort must be resorted to in or- 
der to reduce the number of pests below 
thé danger line. In the interest of healthy 


birds, and at least a semblance of some 
production, be on the look wut for lice and 


mites. Means of eradication have been 
given a number of times in these columns; 
what we are here aiming at is a word of 
warning. 

Without going into the matter of nutri- 
tive values in green foods for poultry, fresh 
vegetable matter serves other purposes be- 
sides that of nutrition. As a matter of 
fact, succulent vegetables assuage thirst 
and also supply certain mineral salts that 
are of real value in the maintenance of 
health in fowls under restricted conditions. 
Animals and fuwls under artificial condi- 
tions are more aj to suffer from a ration 
rather too short io fresh green foodstuffs 
than from one lang in that = direction. 
Hence a liberal feeding of succulent, 
freshly cut green vegetable matter durin 
the warm days of summer ts certainly ad! 
visable. Swiss chard, kale, lettuce, alfalfa, 
beets, te., are all avallable and usually to 
be had at a nominal cost. 


It may be a trifle late in the season to 
allude to the subject of separating the 
sexes, but naturally it leads to another 
phase of poultry culture, viz., overcrowding, 
which should not be tolerated even for a 
moment.

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The Games in Mexico 

Since affairs of state and business have 
become more or less settled in Mexico 
there has been a revival in the interest and 


development of poultry culture. When 
things become perfectly normal Mexico 
will be a good market for breeding stock 
of all standard breeds for some years to 
come. Indeed, shipments to Mexico from 
California points are already a pronounced 
feature. Previous to the internal strife 
and wars of factions poultry shows were 
quite a feature in that turbulent region. 
and it is to be hoped their revival will 
come about rapidly with the return of 
more quiet times. The Mexican Agricui- 
tural College is giving the effort every 
encouragement. Cock fighting 
breeding of game birds exclusiy y for 
fighting purposes, is not penalized if „ex 
ico the way it is in this country, hence the 
game breeds are strongly in evidence. In 
all the smaller towns, as well as in the 
cities, cock pits are centers of attraction, 
as a matter of fact, about every Mexican 
laborer owns at least one or two fixhting 
birds. Considerable quantities of poultry 
products are now exported from this coun- 
try into Mexico.

E average California garden does not 
get enough lime to keep in prime 
condition for the average nt. Some 
gardens really have sour 8. and for 
these quicklime is needed. Rut the aver- 


ing 
foods now locked up and wnavailable to 
plant life; and third, to improve the phy- 
sical texture. 

So for general use we may utilize lime 
in any form, air-slaked, hydrated, ground 
limestone, ground sea shells, wood ashes, 
or, if soil is not sour, gypsum or land 
plaster will do, although the latter has no 
chemica ‘tion as lime has, to neutralize 
acidity. ever, lime the ganden. For gen- 
eral use, lime does not need to be burned 
from stone. nor does the stone have to be 
burned to be beneficial to the soll and 
crops. We have, in Southern California, 
many natural deposits of xypsum, sea- 
shells, etc., that are ideal for soil in their 
raw state. In fact, if no acidity ia present 
these products are better than lime ob- 
tained from stone by burning.

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O TALK about water may seem no 
more important to some than a cas- 
ual reference to the weather. but 

nevertheless a bountiful supply of pure 
cold Water always available is certainly of 
more than passing moment to the prosper- 
ity of domesticated fowls. And especially 
is this true during the warm days of sum- 
mer, when all life finds physical needs de- 
manding more water than during cooler 
weather. 
n per cent of un egg’s content is water. 
the urgent demand for it on the part of 
laying fow! ix at once obvious. The best 
way to insure a supply is by the drip sys- 
tem; but as this callx for piping to each in- 
dividual vard pen, it ix not always in evi- 
dence, and much less in practice. The next 
best plan is to supply water in drinking 
fountains, which Should be replenished at 
regular intervals, and which further, must 
be kept clean and sanitary. These should 
be placed in a shudy situation, so as to 
avoid heating the water from the action of 
the sun's rays. The larger the fountain, 
the better: where the fount is small, or 
open vessels are used, replenish often and 
clean every time the receptacle is filled. 
precautions may appear somewhat 
pedontic, but more hens suffer from the 
want of «» pure water supply in hot weather 
than the average person would suppose 
sth. 


The {mportunce of pure water is signifi- 
cant from the fact that the supply is easily 
contaminated, particularly if supplied in 
open vessels, or those only partially so. 
Dr. G. B. Morse, in ap address before the 
American Poultry Assoviation some years 
ago, said that water-borne are 
frequent in the poultry yard. Clean and 
disinfect your drinking fountains (and you 
must) ever so well, for if you are permit- 
ting, consciously or unwittingly, to run at 
large one bird sick with any of the con- 
taugious diseases of the head parts, or with 
bowe)] diseases, you may count on that 
water supply being contaminated in less 
than one hour's time.

The wual-Purpose Fowls 

There seems to be a growing opinion 
among poultrymen that after all eggs are 
not the whole thing; that there is such a 
thing as poultry meat, and that its cul- 
ture along intelligent lines is not only 
feasible, but can be made a handsome ad- 
dition to profits in poultry farming. It 
given proper encouragement, it means a 
larger development among what are 
known as the double, or dual-purpose 
breeds, such as the American, Asiatic and 
English classes. The matter of growing a 
really fine quality of table fowl! will re- 
quire some thought and development. 
While size and weight are of importance, 
they must not be at the expense of bone 
and waste (offal) matter; hence a medium- 
sized carcass may be quite as desirable as 
a larger one, provided it is plump and 
solid in flesh; a small size, particularly of 
mature birds. is not ta be compared with 
the medium and largo size. The English 
people are given to first crosses for meat 
purposes, Which man be all right im its 
way. but we are dispersed to favor pure 
breeds, What is wanted is a bird that is a 
quick grower and one that puts on flesh 
rapidly.

He explained that when areas of low 
barometric pressure exist on the Pacific 
Coast during periods when extremely low 
temperatures and high barometric pressure 
occur in the Rocky Mountain States, the 
natural tendency is for large volumes of 
extremely cold dry air to be thrown inte 
Southern California from the desert areas 
to the northeast. He also discussed the 
forecasting work done by the Weather Bu- 
reau and made a pa the 
in forecasting 
injurious freezes for citrus districts. He 
stated that the principal reason for the un- 
usually serious injury occasioned by the re- 
cent freeze was a dewpoint which was 15 
2 20 deg. lower than usual. He alse

The use of tractor power on the farm 
results in materially saving the time of 
the owner. Farm practice requires that 
either sufficient stock must be kept the 
year around to meet the peak requirements 
of field labor, or that the extra men and 
animals be hired during these peak periods. 
When work stock is kept on the farm, the 
animals must be fed and cared fcr regu- 
larly, all of which work consumes the 
time of the farmer or some member of his 
family. With the tractor, this condition is 
changed, for unless in operation, the ma- 
chine requires no attention, and during the 
periods of inactivity the tractor can be run 
_ im the barn and left until needed again. 


As a matter of fact, however, the rapid 
development of the tractor industry is due 
primarily to the versatility of these travel- 
ing power plants. While the early models 
were designed principally for plowing, the 
modern tractor is used for a score or more 
jobs on the farm. Being capable of going 
anywhere under its own power, the tractor 
will perform any ordinary field task, such 
as horses perform, and consequently most 
of the field work is often done by the ma- 
chine, even where animals are available, 
because of the greater speed to be attained. 
The tractor is also used for heavy hauling 
jobs about the farm, and it is not an un- 
common sight to see a tractor pulling 
three or four loaded wagons along the 
country highway, thus cutting down the 
amount of supervision required in hauling 


jobs.

and early frosts. The summer varieties 
commonly grown are of the bush form. and 
are used when immature, before the shell 
and seeds harden. The winter varieties 
make long trailing vines and are allowed 
to mature before using. In addition to these 
two distinct types, there are two other 
types, that should be known and grown by 
the home garlener. These are the “crook- 
necks” and the vegetable marrows. The 
former can be used at any stage, while the 
latter is deed only when mature. 


Both pumpkins and squash require a soft, 
light, sandy loam for perfect growth? though 
our heavier garden solle can he made to 
pre ‘e good yields if stable manure is 
mitted in with them, so that they will be 
open and friable. Both are warmth-loving 
plants and should never be planted in wet 
soils, but always in those which are wen 
trained. in commercial culture, a soil 
wlapted to dry farming is best sui ed fot 
any of the cucurbit crops, such as squash, 
pompkin. cucumber and melon. 

As these vegetables are rather deep root- 
ing. the plot to be planted to them should 
be spuded as deeply as possible. The first 
spading, at the time when manure ix worked 
in, should be done about six weeks before 
the second, when the seed is planted. The 
principal consideration in growing these 
vegetables is to have the soil in such a 
retentive condition tha: it will not be neces- 
sary te irrigate them for several weeks 
after the seed ix planted, 


the seed in slightly elevated hills, 
ux they will germinate quicker and better 
on them. With the summer sorts, eight 
or ten seeds should be planted to the hill, 
later thinning the plants to the three 
Strongest ones, When plinting the vinine 
ivpes, six or eight seeds will be safficien’, 
and the “est pair can be left im the hill.

In 
the home garden, the vining type of gun 
cun he utilized to a great advantage in 
improving unsightly corners.

Regular cultivation is then the mos: im- 
portant step in the culture of the squashes 
and pump in. and should be begun as soon 
as the plants are op, to conserve the mois- 
ture already in the soil, and to keep down 
the weeds.

“First, because if the food is taken as 
dry as possible we must necessarily chew 
this food more thoroughly in order to swal- 
low it without strangling. This excites a 
larger flow @f saliva, and consequently a 
greater quantity of this alkaline fluid is 
taken into the stomach with each meal, 
thereby stimulating an increased flow of 
hydrochloric acid in the stomach. 

“With this method of eating, however, 
the food in the stomach is necessarily in 
too solid a state for the most perfect gas- 
tric digestion. To obviate this, finids 
should be taken before or after the meal. 
This causes the particles of food to be 
widely separated, and thus to present the 
largest possible surface to be attacked by 
the gastric digestive fluids without at the 
same time reducing the total of its al- 
kalinity.”

Many thinking physicians are beginning 
to deplore this condition, into which the 
art of healing his drifted. For instance, 
“The Trend of the Practice of Modern Medi- 
cine,” is the title of an article by Frank 
Billings.M.D., of Chicago, which appeared 
in the Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation of May 20, 1922. This was read, 
as the President's address, before the Con- 
gress of American Physicians and Surgeons, 
Washington, D.C., May 2, 1922. From it 1 
quote the following: ¢ 

“It is evident that since the close of the 
great war the state of mind of the people 
of the whole world has been characterized 
by reactionary ideas in regard to govern 
ment policies, education, industry, employ- 
ment and other ac ivities. Reconstruction 
on new lines is suggested to overcome a. 
leged past and present social evils. The 
public health and welfare, including medi- 
cal education and medical practice,.are em- 
braced in the general plan of reconstruc 
“Specialization in medicine is likely to in- 
duce a loss of perspective and the patient 
is viewed no longer as a human being but 
solely as a case. It is asserted that this 
form of practice is ultra-scientific, and that 
it is to become the only proper form of et- 
ficient medical service. Overspecialization 
has promoted group practice. „ 
recent years, overspecialization in medicine 
has led to the organization of private prac- 
titioners into groups. . . . Te be of 


* real value to the profession and to the pub- 


lic, the group clinic must be conducted on 
fundamental principles and policies which 
are characterized by intellectual and profes- 
sional honesty, and by unselfish and sym- 
pathetic understanding of the needs and the 
welfare of the public, including the mem- 
bers of the medical profession, unconnected 
with the group, in the community it serves. 
“Let us inquire how many patients of an 
average community require the application 
of these precise methods of diagnosis to ar- 
rive at a true understanding of the real con- 
dition, and how many of these patients re- 
quire hospital care. Based on long experi- 
ence in consultation and in general hospital 
pruac ice, it is my opinion that

“In substantiation of this statement, I 
will cite the es ablishment of public clinical 
laboratories. In recent years the number 
of these institutions has increased far be- 
yond the need. However, the use of these 
refinements in diagnosis, which are. costly, 
has been stimulated by propaganda distri- 
buted by the directors of these public labora- 
tories, through advertisements Im medical 
journals, and by circulars sent in the mal 
to practically all members of thé profession. 
In some instances the a tempt is made in 
the statement published to emphasize the 
importance of the great need of these meth- 
ods of refinements in diagnosis in routine 
practice. Through these and other in- 
fluences, these refinements in diagnesis, al- 
ways paid for by the patient either directly. 
or indirectly, are unnecessarily used. Too 
often the necessary primary and funda- 
mental physical examination is not made, 
or, if it is, not as thoroughly as it should be. 

“In other words, the patient as a whole 
and as a human being is not considered. 
Over and over again, an erroneous diagno 
sis ig made on the basis of the laboratory 


and the correct diagnosis established by 
available simple methods of examination. 


“This method of practice, and the false 
impression gained by the public through 
private and public group medical and sur- 
gical service, with the usually attendant 
high cost, are tantamount to commercial- 
ism. The public is slowly but surely becom- 
ing aware of these conditions in medical 
practice. Evidences of this point of view of 
the public is expressed by lay people in 
cities and in the country. Frequently the

“In this connection we must remember 
that the splendid character and accomplish- 
ment of the United Sta‘es government are 
due in no small measure to the character- 
formifig factor, the family home.

In the same number of the Journal ap- 
peared a satire on laboratory diagnosis, 
which I reproduce in another column. 

Again, in the Century Magazine for July, 
a physician has an article entitled “Our 
Medicine Men,” in which he asks whether 
commercialism and science are ruining 
medicine. He writes: 

“One of the most : tendencies 
in American Medicine is the decline of the 
old-fashioned general practitioner, and his 
replacement by the modern so-called scien- 
tile physician and group doctor. The doc- 
tor is rapidly losing his important role of 
comforter and friend; he is no longer con- 
sidered to be privy to the secrets of black 
magic or to derive his healing powers from 
in- imate acquaintance with gnomes, sprites, 
devils or deities. He is venerated, instead, 
because of the growing belief that he is one 
of the chosen disciples of the new god of 
science. 

“In the Middle Ages the brothers of the 
Rosy Cross beluddied their clients by their 
supposed possession of the philosopher's 
stone.
